in the World’s Monetary System.” 

‘Professor Cassel began, by. show- 
ing how the fluctuation in tho 
value of gold brought about by the 
‘War had destroyed the old popu- 
lar faith in a definite and, objective- 
ly given value of gold as the com- 
mon basis for the world’s monetary 
system. Yet a return to the gold 
standard was, in the first half of 
the twenties, the only means of 
averting economic and social actas- 
trophe and of rendering possible a 
convalescence'of the world’s eco- 
nomy. 

Return to the gold ptandard had 
required that greater stability of 
value should be provided for gold. 
The United States carried through 
a provess of deflation by which. the 
price-level of commodities was re- 
duced, and consequently the value 
of gold-increased from about 40 
to about 67 per cent, of its pre- 
War value.
